IN 


SIGNALLING—THE MORAL OF AN EVEN1- 
ING'S PLAY 


[EJcharil A. Proctor, j 


A few evea.ngs ago I was invited to 


play whist wi;h a company of players, all 
good in their .vay, though, as wlJi-beseeu,T 
their ways were different. 
We.-^layed the'1 


true game—nat that form of whist in 
which honors are 16ft uncounted and un- 
noticed, one>of the/pr,ettie,st;features of the 
real game being thus destroyed. 
It was 


my fortune to have, nearly throughout the 
evening, a player who had real\skill in 
whist strategy, and a fair knowledge of 
the accepted cpening^ from various hands, 
but who knew nothing about the modern 
conveniences—ne scouted, indeed, the Idea 
that any of them coujd be of the least use 
to a good placer. 


I myself object strongly to ihe whole 


system of whist signalling, and would 
have it regaided as;- an offence against 
whist etiquette to employ any signal what- 
soever nor arising directly from consider- 
ations, of whis t strategy. 
While, how- 


ever, I object to the modern conventions, 
I know their yalue In'the hands of skilful 
'layers, and tiat their influence can only, 
c met by the counter Use of the signaling- 


system. 
I knaw^ further, that not to un- 


derstand the code is to play at a great dis- 
advantage against partners who use it. 
Not to use the systen in self-defence is 
bad enough, for it is us though your oppo- 
nents could partially examine each other's 
hands while yDu and your partner could 
;iot; but not to note the enemy's signals is 
to run the risk of playing their game. 


I felt a little anxious then about the re- 


sult when my partner said he knew noth- 
ing of the slgrals, angt did not value them 
a rush, for I knew that his ignorance 
would 'be eqiivalent to fully five per 
cent, odds in favor of our opponents. 
I 


hoped for goo-i cards, and good cards for- 
tunately came nearly] the whole evening 
through. Yei some iof our experiences 
were uncomfortably instructive. 
Thus, 


in one of the 'lands, the enemy signalled 
early in a suit .of my partner, in which the 
nnn-signailing enemy showed shortness. 
Trumps were present y led by the slgnal- 
lar's partner, my partner taking the trick. 
What does mv- partper then do? 
Not 


knowing anything abbut the signal, and 
so regarding tae original' trump lead as 
strong in truer ps, he pursues what, had 
that been the case, would have been very 
proper policy. He leads the king card 
(not, the king, but the best card, I explain 
for the uninitiated) 06 his established suit 
$0 force the strong trump hand. 
But tbe 


hand he thus forcefe is the weak trump 
hand. 
His winning card is I ruthlessly 


ruffed. 
TruiLps are led again, and the 


original .signaller having now complete 
command of them, and a long suit, every 
other trick except on(j went to the enemy. 
My partner opened his eyes. I made no 
remarks, !but te knew there was some- 
thing wrong. ' 


"Never saw such play," he remarked; 


'•with three trimpsi all of them small, and 
only one'good card ic his hand (and that 
played),1 this man1' (meaning the non- 
signalling opponent) *'leads trumps!'' 


•'Yes," I had to reply, "but it wasthis 


man'' (meaning the signaller) uwho asked 
for them,. You meant to put down the 
strong trjump land to your own strength" 
(my partner had helcj four trumps), "out, 
unfortunately,'not noting the signal, you 
hit the ptgeon and missed the"crow." 


Soon after this, one of our opponents, in 


playing to the first trick, third in hand, 
hesitated before throwing a three, ace hav- 
ing been led- and deuce played. 
Now, 


there could be but one explanation of this. 
He must hold it least the minimum trump, 
strength justifying a ,signal, and, having 
strong cards outside trumps, had half 
made up his mind to signal, but changed 
his mind'at the last moment and played 
his smallest card In tre suit.
